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PREFACE 


Rote  song’s  are  especially  useful  in  the  lower  grades  of  the 
public  schools.  They  furnish  the  storehouse  of  memory  with 
the  material -tonal,  rhythmic  and  harmonic-  whicn  the  child 
will  master  later  through  analysis.  They  also  help  to  form 
his  taste  as  to  both  music  and  verse,  and  give  him  an  opportu- 
nity for  self-expression- animperative  desire  in  young'  chil- 
dren. 

The  need  of  schools  for  a program  of  rote  song’s  , planned 
in  such  away  as  to  be  correlated  to  other  school -work,  has 
often  been  remarked.  Then,  too,  many  teachers  who  are 
unwilling*  to  resort  to  the  unlawful  practice  of  copying*  song’s, 
by  mimeograph  or  other  means,  have  expressed  to  us  their  need 
of  some  practical  method  of  putting*  the  words  and  melodies  of 
song’s  into  the  hands  of  every  child  in  a school-room.  We  have 
attempted  to  supply  this  need  in  a series  called  PLAYTIME 
SONG  SERIES, which  is  arranged,  according*  to  a program 
planned  by  an  experienced  teacher,  to  cover  the  work  between 
Kinder g*arten  and  Fourth  Grade,  inclusive. 

The  present  work,  PLAYTIME  SONGS,  supplies, tog-eth- 
er with  LILTS  AND  LYRICS  , all  the  songs  included  in  the 
PLAYTIME  SONG  SERIES  in  a complete  form  with  accom- 
paniments. 

While  the>PLAYTIME  SONG  SERIES  places  the  words 
and  melodies  of  the  songs  in  the  hands  of  every  child,  the  uni- 
form works  of  PLAYTIME  SONGS  and  LILTS  AND  LYRICS 
are  intended  for  the  teacher,  thus  completing  the  material  for 
the  program  as  planned,
